Jets of water rose from 
cither side as she zig-zagged to 
dodge two bombs dropped from a 
low-flying nazi plane.

The so-called 
processing consists merely of heat 
sterilizing by scientific methods 
which preserve the harvest fresh- 
ness and flavor of the food, he ex- 
plained.

Princeton, N. J. — In 1917, with- 


in a few days of Congress's declar- 
ation of war, machinery had been 
set in motion which was to draft 
more than 2J million American men 
for possible service /jverseas. But 
a generation later a national survey 
by the American Institute of Pub- 
lic Opinion indicates that a sub- 
stantial majority of American vot- 
ers favor a vote of the people be- 
fore U. S. manpower could be sim- 
ilarly drafted again. 


Rank-and-file sentiment for a 


"people's vote" has increased in a 
marked manner since the outbreak 
of the European war five months 
ago. 


At that time the Institute found 


a bare majority—51 per cent—in 
favor of a national vote before 
another expeditionary force could 
ever be sent overseas. To some 
extent the vote undoubtedly re- 
flected American uncertainty as to 
how the European war would de- 
velop. Many voters replied: "No, 
congress should decide what needs 
to be done." 


But the present survey shows 


that 60 per cent now think it 


would be well to consult the pub- 
lic. This is almost the same senti- 
ment as existed ten months ago, 
before the present war became an 
actuality. The trend of opinion in 
successive Institute' surveys has 
been:

"While there is no present question 


of America entering the European 
war, and while the Institute's sur- 
veys have repeatedly shown that 
only a handful of Americans would 
favor our entrance at this time, 
congressmen like Hamilton Fish 
(R-N.

Ind.) have made clear their inten- 
tion to press for congressional con- 
sideration of the war referendum 
proposal. 


The present Institute survey re- 


veals that the greatest support for 
the plan comes from voters in the

Opposition which has been rais-

Chief arguments of the other 


side are (1) that the people do the 
fighting and should have the right 
to decide such fateful decisions for 
themselves, (2) that there would bp 
less chance of America entering a 
war if the drafting of troops were 
left with the public, and (3) that 
"we have no business overseas."

that Harold Stafford, a shining light of 
the Progressive party in those parts, is jn- 
viting support for his candidacy for gov- 
ernor. Some people will remember Mr. 
Stafford as one of the beneficiaries of a 
system which prevailed under a previous 
state administration by which 
fai'hful 


Progressive barristers were given fat spe- 
cial retainers on the attorney general's 
payroll, a system which has happily been 
abolished since the last election. 


Doubtless Mr. Stafford will be one o£ 


the Progressive candidates for governor 
in the primary election, and since his 
local boosters picture him as a gentleman 
of considerable attainments in his own 
community, we trust that he will not mis- 
interpret our advice on the general sub- 
ject of political conduct. 


Embarking on a speaking program, his 


first few addresses have contained severe 
lambastings of the present Republican 
incumbent of the governor's office, Julius 
HeiL That is his right, and his duty as a 
leader of the opposition party. We are 
sure that Mr. Heil can take it. But it 
strikes us that Mr. Stafford cannot afford 
to allow the impression to go out that he 
cannot find a justifiable criticism of the 
present administration without resort to 
misinterpretation and exaggeration. 


Mr. Stafford has told several audi- 


ences that the present fiscal situation in 
the capitol is due to the governor's mis- 
management of state finances, and that 
the state under Heil for the first time1 


in history has failed to pay its obligations 
•when due. He adds that the preceding ad- 
ministration left plenty of money in the 
treasury when it left office upon the 
inauguration of the Republicans. 


A part of the statement is untrue, and 


the rest is understated to such an extent 
that it approaches* misrepresentation. 


Mr. Stafford has a short memory. 
•The Schmedeman regime, six years 


ago, furnished a precedent for 
delaying 


state aid payments. It is further a prov- 
able fact that the present delays are ne- 
cessitated by the fact that the treasury 
balance left to Heil by the Progressives 
of whose record Mr. Stafford boasts was 
at least one-third less than normal. 


Moreover, had not the supreme court 


of Wisconsin prevented it, the previous 
administration, presumably with Mr. Staf- 
ford's blessing, would have drained that 
treasury still further, so that the Heil 
administration would have found the state 
virtually bankrupt when it assumed office. 


It was the supreme court which last 


year prevented a LaFdllette administra- 
tion plan to pay more than two millions 
out of the slender treasury to retire an 
80 year old Civil War debt and a sum 
due the teachers' pension fund, obliga- 
tions which never occurred to Progressive 
office-holders during their uninterrupted 
period of control of the state government, 
but which they suddenly decided were ur- 
gent bills after an election in which they 
emerged second. 


Mr. Stafford has all the rights of a cit- 


izen of Wisconsin to accurate information 
at the capitol. Here is the record of the 
state's financial condition during the six 
years of Progressive rule in the statehouse 
in the last decade: 


On July 1, 1931, Gov. LaFolIcltc in- 


herited a general fund balance from the 
Kohler administration of $20,735,000. 


On July 1, 1935, in his second term, 


Gov. LaFollette found, upon returning to 
the governor's office, a general fund brl- 
ance of $14,254,447. 


On July 1, 1937, at the beginning of 


LaFollette's third fiscal term, he had 3 
treasury balance of $14.713,000. 


Eat on July 1, 1939, at the beginning 


of the fiscal period for which the Ke:l 
administration was responsible, the gen- 
eral fund balance was $9,834,000.

THE LOAN TO FINLAND

neutral. If so we are already in a bad 
way. 
The Russian attack against the 


Finns was launched on Nov. 30th. And on 
Dec. 10th the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration extended to Finland a credit of 
10 millions. Five days later the $235,000 
paid by Finland on her debt to us was 
placed in a special suspense account with 
the purpose of making it available to Hel- 


sinki for purchases. So the die is cast 
in that direction unalterably. 


But the insect in the amber respect- 


• ing the unneutral claim is that one cannot 
be unneutral unless there is a war, and 
Russia, in order to gain 
certain well 


known advantages in respect to buying 
American goods, insists there is no war. 


We realize, of course, that such claim 


is a threadbare technicality but it is pre- 
cisely such sort of technical interpretation 
of laws upon which international com- 
merce is largely based. 


If there were no war we would be 


glad to extend to the Finns all reasonable 
credits. And if, under the circumstances, 
we now decline to extend such moder- 
ate courtesies to an honest and upright 
associate wo will have been partial out 
against the Finn?.—our particular friends. 


Why extend such a cringing favor to 


Moscow, international gangster and as- 
sassin?

dubbed Pioneers Of Plenty. In it he has 
collected in painstaking 
manner 
the 


yplcndid chemical advances of the last 
20 years in America. And it is the genius 
end the mystery of Chemistry that are 
making possible a bright and enlightened 
future for the farm. 


In the sub-title of his book he employs 


that no\v word—Chemurgy, the organized 
attempt to create ''the real wealth which 
lies dormant and neglected in the powers 
of the soil and the nir and the sun and the 
mighty minds of people." It is a program, 
declares Mr. Borth, that marches straight 
"toward world peace down a pathway to 
permanent prosperity and economic inde- 
pendence" because it is built upon abun- 
dance and not scarcity, utility and not 
artificial fixing of prices, work and not 
loafing. 


Since it is fathered and supported in 


generous fashion by industrial 
leaders 


like Henry Ford and Irenee du Pont and 
is directed by leading men of science the 
country over it can not be held up as just 
another of the numerous breed of pana- 
ceas that find stimulation only in political 
ambition. Besides it has already produced 
some excellent results, and results still 
count. 


With our oil wells rapidly becoming 


emptied chemistry aims at the immediate 
blending of alcohol with gasoline. 
And 


Dr. Chrjstensen of Iowa State College 
shows that even a 10 per cent blend would 
necessitate 700 million bushels of corn or 
2 billion bushels of potatoes. Already the 
Ford chemistry research employs bean oil 
to make lacquer and from bean meal the 
most durable substitute for metal as well 
as for rubber are created. 
The Mellon 


Institute reports the successful use of cot- 
ton fabric in highway construction and 
the discovery by Dr. Herty of the chem- 
ical content of pine trees has opened up 
broad avenues of use for the heretofore 
neglected slashings of the south. Chem- 
istry found that the quick-growing south- 
ern pines not only provided the same 
necessary elements for newsprint as the 
slow-growing and exhausting acreage of 
the north but added a cheap cellulose. 
Today horn, bone, ebony, ivory, and bit- 
umen are actually in process of manufac- 
ture from vegetation, whereas other tough, 
durable and altogether satisfactory mater- 
ials are being made from cottage cheese, 
starch, sugar and carbolic acid. 


Over $300,000,000 have already been in- 


vested in this country in chemical re- 
search. Some of our greatest corporations, 
which happen to be directed by able and 
far-seeing men, annually devote a sub- 
stantial share of their income in the em- 
ployment and support of great bodies of 
trained scientists whose efforts are aimed 
solely at curing the country's ills 
by 


doubling or trebling farm income. Hap- 
pily they know that a program of scar- 
city is a program of death. They aim at 
abundance both in production and the use 
of the produced articles. 


Their ambition is clean and laudable. 


And, 
thank heaven, they are practical 


men. Chemistry is not built of gestures, 
postures, wire-cracks or oratory.

MRS. ROOSEVELT

One 
company, the giant Metropolitan Life, even has 
gone, to the extent of refusing to furnish the 
committee with information. 


This defiance, which included disregard of a 


personal letter written by Senator O'Mahoney, 
soon will come to a showdown inside the com- 
mittee. Unless the company yields, it will be 
subpoenaed; and the next step after that will be 
the courts^ 


Chief target of thc insurance attack is an un- 


published committee report, presenting a de- 
tailed and graphic series of comparisons of the 
rates, costs, profits and investment returns of 
all the important companies in the country. 
Any layman can turn to this report and in a 
few minutes get a clear picture of the financial 
standing and operations of the company in 
which he has a policy. 


Some of the comparisons are devastating. One 


shows that a,certain insurance company, with 
many millions of dollars on deposit in a bank, 
did not get a cent of interest on this huge sum. 
Officers of this company were also directors of 
the bank. Other comparisons reveal astounding 
variations in rates charged for the same kind of 
policy. 


The committee sent copies of the report to the 


companies "for correction of any errors." That 
was weeks ago. Meanwhile they have sent back 
no corrections but have exerted tremendous un-

SILVER ORNAMENTS 


The name "Argentina" grew out 


of a Latin word meaning "silver." 
The country never has supplied 
much silver to the world, so the 
name seems strange. It came about 
in this way: 


When Sebastian Cabot reached 


this part of the New World, he 
traded with Indians around what 
he called "a sea of fresh water." 
From the Indians he obtained a 
number of silver ornaments, which 
he took back to Spain.

great value, but they gave Span- 
iards hope for riches. This hope led 
them to 
call the "sea of fresh 


water" by another name — Rio de 
la Plata. That means "River of Sil- 
ver." 


To this day. people speak of the 


River de la Plata, or River Plate. 
Spanish colonies grew up beside it 


Wars were fought with Indians. 


and step by step the natives were j 
driven back. Spanish rule was made 
firm over the region south of the 
River Plate. 


As time passed, settlers in Ar- 


gentina grew tired of Spanish rule, 
and a revolt broke out. In 1816 men 
chosen from different parts of the 
land gathered and declared their 
freedom for Spain. 
The name 


chosen for the free country meant 
United Provinces of the 
Silver 


river. Later this was shortened to 
Argentina, "the silver country." 


After Spanish rule was broken in 


Argentina, the question was how 
to bring about a republic, with 
freedom and justice for all. There 
was quarreling and fighting, and 
out of it rose a dictator. His name 
was Juan Manuel Rosas. 


Rosas did something to bring 


about a nation with central power. 
but he would not allow the people 
to have freedom or justice. Those 
who did not believe in his rule 
were hunted down and made 
prisoners, or were forced to run 
from the country. Something like 
30000 persons were driven into] 
exile by Rosas, and others were ' 
put to death by his orders. 
j 


Better men followed Rosas, and 


among them 
was Bartholomew 


]\Iitre. Mitre took office as presi- 
dent in 1862. \\hen Lincoln was 
president in the United States. 


Mitre was an author, and his 


books became popular. 
He also 


started an excellent newspaper. As 
president he brought a new stream 
of settlers to Argentina, many of 
them from Italy, Germany and 
Switzerland.

been cabled back here by the London correspondent of the'Chicago 
Tribune and New York Daily News. The New York correspondent of the 
London Express advises his countrymen to ignore American public opin- 


ion in the matter of the mail seizures and, in effect, 
to continue to treat us rough lest the Americans be 
given to suspect the English are trying to woo us into 
their war. He is convinced that we are convinced 
that the United States must go into the war, anyway, 
and his report on the state of our mind adjures the 
English to give us no reason to think that in fighting 
on their side we would be doing them a favor which 
might call for a show of gratitude later on. 


It becomes more apparent that the English are not 


at all selfish about this war, but are willing to grant 
the United States a big share of it, wars being the one 
article with which the English are generous to this 
nation. They are willing to cut us in for a piece of it, 
but for our own sell-respect want us to think that it 
was rightfully our own and not a gift from them. The

psychology of the English toward the American nation 


is similar to that of the Englishman toward his women, an attitude which 
the American language capsuled into a vulgar phrase a few years ago, to 
wit, "treat 'em rough and make 'em like it."
